Early thi.s year Stanley Davis, 
a 35-yea r-o iv I (atli *r of three chil- 
(’ en, tinned a Levittown home 
and a Bristol restaurant and drew 
an extra S i fXK> to $3,500 a year 
by serving in his spare time in 
the active Air Force Reserve, as 
a na\ igator with captain's bars. 
lie looked forward to military 
retirem ent in three years with a 
pension. 
But the situation has changed. 
he told Susquehanna County Judge 
Edward P. Little, who is conduct­ 


ing criminal trials in Doylestown 
this week due to the illness of 
Bucks County Judge I. Louis Ru­ 
bin. 
Loses 25 Pounds 
The house and restaurant are 
no longer his, Davis said. 
Ile has lost his active Reserve 
income and his place in the Air 
Force pension line, Davis said 
yesterday. 
He has last 25 pounds in weight. 
lie now drives a taxicab in Phil­ 
adelphia for $65 a 
week 
The 
business loss amounted to $3,000 to 
$10,000, he .'aid. 


The reason for his losses was the 
reason for his appearing before 
the court yesterday. He pleaded 
guilty to keeping burglary tools 
and receiving stolen goods at his 
restaurant, the now - closed Bar- 
B-Q King on Route 13 at Sixth 
A ve. and to Ixung an accessory 
after the fact in burglary. 


Davis' load of misery was no 
lighter when a deputy sheriff es­ 
corted him from the court room. 
He was sentenced to serve six 
months to a year in Bucks Coun­ 
ty Prison. 
And all this, according to Davis’ 


testimony, resulted from his giv­ 
ing food and lodging to two hun­ 
gry young men. They and three 
others were arrested with Davis 
rn connection with a series of bur­ 
glaries in February in Bristol Bor­ 
ough

and 
Falls 
Township. Most of the gang is now 
in prison.

15 Detonators 
Recovered 
Near Plant 


All 15 of the hand grenade-like devices stolen last 
night from a local ammunition plant were found by 2 
o'clock this afternoon. Bristol Township Police Chief 
John R. Stewart, announced. 
Seven of the jet detonators were found early this 
^ m o r n in g by Bristol Township pollee and the other eight 
^ were found shortly after 1:30 today. 


Township police found the seven detonators behind 
an abutment that surrounds the locked magazine where 
they were stored bv the Drum Manufacturing Co. prior 
| to shipment. 


The other eight were found in the woods near the 
Drum Company plant in a wooded section about a half 
j§jmile from Delhaas High School. 
The explosive devices contain power and project­ 
ile enough to pierce the metal shaft of an oil well. In 
the hands of a child or unknowing adult, they could 
easily prove fatal.
